Mr •Chairman, Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  sanitary 
conditions  and  the  state  of  the  public  health  in  the  Builth  Rural 
District  during  the  year  1961* 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report  I have 
endeavoured  to  deal  briefly  with  all  matters  within  my  responsibility 
regarding  public  health  and  preventive  medicine  and  I have  included 
comments  on  all  the  subjects  specifically  requested  in  Circular  l/62 
(Wales)  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health* 

Section  1.  General  and  Vital  Statistics,, 

Area*  The  district  has  an  area  of  125,944  acres  and  is  a large  rural  are 
situated  in  the  northern  part  of  the  County  of  Breconshire,  The 
district  is  agricultural  in  nature  and  farming  is  the  predominant 
occupation  of  the  residents.  There  are  no  large  towns  in  the  district.

Section  2,  General  Provisions  of  Health  Services. 

Public  Health  Off leers. No  changes  of  officers  occurred  during  the  year, 

Mr. J.C. Bowen  remaining  as  your  Public  Health 

Inspector. 


Laboratory  Facilities .During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 

available  at  Cardiff , Newport, Carmarthen, Swansea, 
Aberystwyth  and  Hereford .All  water  and  milk  samples  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  the  County  at  Carmarthen, whilst  any 
investigation  required  in  the  control  of  infectious  disease  was 
performed  by  the  same  laboratory. 


Nursing  and  other  facilities .The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 

provision  of  the  ambulance  and  home  nursing 
services .The  County  also  administers  the  maternity  and  child  welfare 
clin?cs  where  treatment  is  available  for  minor  ailments, dental, eye  and 
orthopaedic  defects . Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
is  also  carried  out  at  these  clinics. 
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Hospitals .The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district, for  all 
diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease, are  provided  by  the 
Builth  Hospital, The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease 
remain  the  same  as  in  previous  years .he rthyr  Borough  Council  treat  the 
patients  from  the  district  suffering  from  infectious  disease  and  these 
are  conveyed  to  Merthyr  in  ambulances  maintained  by  Merthyr  Borough 
Council, These  arrangements  are  proving  extremely  satisfactory. 

For  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox  arrangements  have  been 
made  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the 
Penrhys  Hospital, Rhondda, 

Disinfect ion, In  the  main  the  methods  used  for  any  required  disinfection 
have  been  fumigation  and  spraying, Two  premises  were 
disinfested  during  the  year. 

Section  3,  Sanitary  Ciromistance  s , 

Water  Supplies,  Water  supplies'  to  the  district  are  derived  mainly  from 

springs, In  one  case  the  source  is  a shallow  well. 

For  various  reasons  water  was  restricted  during  the  year  at  Erwood, 
Gwenddwr,Llanganmarch,Nant-yr~Onen,Llanwrthwl  and  Cefngorwydd,  Work 
continued  on  the  comprehensive  scheme  and  good  progress  was  made  on 
stages  2 & 5 which  provides  for  a large  portion  of  Builth  rural  district 

Cilmery  village  was  transferred  to  the  new  Three  Wells 
supply  and  the  chlorinator  at  Cilmery.  was  transferred  to  Erwood,  Prior 
to  the  installation  of  the  chlorinator  at  Erwood  unsatisfactory  reports 
were  continually  being  received  on  samples  of  water  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination, The  present  Erwood  supply  is 
also  of  insufficient  quantity  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  village  during 
drought  conditions , Other  sources  were  investigated  with  a view  to 
augmenting  the  supply  but  gaugings  taken  indicate  that  they  were  also 
of  insufficient  quantity, The  possibility  of  supplying  Erwood  by  an 
extension  of  the  Major  Scheme  from  Oaklands  is  being  investigated, 

Llangammarch  Wells  was  also  connected  to  the  Water 
Board’s  main  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  the  Council  ceased  to  act  as  an  agent 
for  the  Builth  and  District  Water  Board  which  has  now  assumed 
responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  all  supplies.

Water  Samples, 

.Public  Supplies*  The  number  of  samples  from  public  supplies  sent  for 

bacteriological  examination  was  49.  Of  these  46  were 
reported  as  satisfactory  and  3 as  unsatisfactory. In  addition  7 samples 
were  taken  from  private  sources  and  private  proposed  supplies.  Three  were 
reported  as  satisfactory  and  4 as  unsatisfactory. 

There  was  a steady  demand  for  the  sampling  of  proposed 
farm  supplies  comprising  improvement  schemes  under  the  Hill  Farming  Act, 
1946, and  a considerable  amount  of  advice  was  given  on  the  selection  and 
protection  of  various  proposed  schemes.

The  Council  are  to  be  complimented  on  their 
endeavour  to  provide  sewerage  schemes  in  all  villages  in  the  rural 
district  and  when  these  schemes  are  completed  all  villages  will  then

Public  Cleansing .The  scheme  inaugerated  in  1952, provides  for  the 

collection  of  refuse  at  fortnightly  intervals, from 
properties  along  the  roads  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  district. 
The  scheme  is  carried  out  by  a contractor  and  tips  are  provided  at 
Llanf anf echan  and  Newbridge .There  was  a very  satisfactory  response  to 
the  scheme  and  very  great  quantities  of  accumulated  refuse  have  been 
disposed  of .The  refuse  disposal  scheme  for  Llanwrthwl  forms  a separate 
contract  and  all  refuse  collected  there  is  disposed  of  at  the  tip  near 
the  village. An  additional  route  from  Tregare  via  Alltmawr  parish  to 
Dolfach  was  In  operation  during  the  year.

Brucella  Abortus  Infection  in  Milk. 

, Brucella  Abortus  infection  in 

cattle  causes  contagious  abortion  in  cattle  and  the  organism  is 
transmitted  through  the  milk  when  it  causes  undulant  fever  in  humans. 

During  1961  it  was  decided  to 

make  a survey  of  all  the  milk  arriving  at  the  C.W.S.  creamery  at 
Llanelwedd  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  the  incidence. if  any. of 
Brucella  Abortus  infection  in  this  milk. 

...  A total  of  310  producers  send 

their  milk  to  this  creamery  but  only  292  forwarded  milk  there  during 
the  period  of  the  survey  and  these  292  were  sampled. 

r.  . TT  . These  samples  were  sent  to  the 

Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen  and, in  the  first  instance, 
were  submitted  to  the  Ring  Test. As  a result  of  this  it  was  shown  that 
45  samples, or  15.1,%  were  positive  to  the  Ring  Test. This  meant  that 
15. ip  of  the  samples  showed  evidence  of  Brucella  Abortus  at  some  time 
but  these  were  not  necessarily  infectious  at  the  time  of  sampling. 

It  was  seen  that  19  of  these 

positive  samples  were  from  the  Builth  R.D.C.  and  it  was  decided  to 
investigate  these  19  further*  Further  samples  were  therefore  taken 
of  these  19  producers  and  again  submitted  to  the  Ring  test. Then  all 
the  positive  samples  of  this  second  series  were  inoculated  into 
guinea  pigs. 

y It  was  then  found  that  14  or 

73.6/0  of  these  samples  were  still  positive  to  the  Ring  test  but  only 
op  showed  positive  guinea  pig  inoculat ions. This  meant  that 

these  three  had  the  organism  actually  present  in  the  milk  at  the  time 
ol  sampling  and  that  the  milk  was  capable  of  transmitting  the  disease 
to  humans. 

The  work  involved  in  this  survey 
was  done  by  Mr. J.C .Bowen  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  In 
Carmarthen. The  survey  also  showed  that, of  the  19  samples  finally  dealt 

the  Prod-uce^s  or  57 .8/6  had  a history  of  abortion  in  their 
herd.  Nine, or  47,3/6  of  the  producers  had  been  using  inoculations  of 
S.19  vaccine.

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Diphtheria  Imrrmisation.As  a result  of  the  Health  Act, the  County 

Council  were  responsible  for  the  immunisation 
of  children  against  diphtheria  and  details  for  the  district  will  be 
found  in  the  annual  report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Facilities  for  immunisation  are  available  at 
the  ordinary  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  also  at  the  schools 
during  the  school  medical  inspections. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the  incidence  of 
diphtheria  continues  to  fall, The  object  of  the  immunisation  campaign 
however, remains  the  same:to  secure  the  immunisation  of  not  less  than 
75/  of  babies  before  their  first  birthday, It  must  be  remembered  that 
diphtheria  still  kills  and  that  elimination  of  the  disease  is 
conditional  upon  the  maintenance  of  an  adequate  level  of  immunisation. 

If  parents  leave  their  children  unprotected  there  may  be  a return  of 
diphtheria  outbreaks.
